(Also  called  German  Iris.  These  are  the  “flags”  of  our  grandmothers 
These  are  also  the  historic  Fleur  de  Lis  of  France. 

Iris  has  not  the  pomp  and  barbaric  splendor  of  the  “Oriental  Poppy/' 
nor  the  bold  mass  effect  seen  in  huge  peonies ; but  for  variety  of  color,  form 
and  expression,  no  flower  approaches  it.  There  are  thousands  of  varieties 
and  among  these  at  least  a hundred  which  command  the  highest  admiration. 

No  flower  has  such  a variety  of  gleaming  rainbow  colors.  They  range 
in  height  from  four  inches  to  four  feet. 

Iris  is  pre-eminently  the  lazy  man’s  flower.  It  takes  less  work,  stands 
more  neglect,  and  gives  the  biggest  returns  for  the  least  labor  of  any  flower 
known.  Has  no  enemy  except  water  standing  on  the  roots.  Any  soil  is  good 
enough.  It  is  as  hardy  as  a dandelion  and  needs  no  protection.  Just  plant 
it.  That’s  all.  Then  go  out  for  twenty  years  and  cut  flowers. 

The  colors  are  infinite  in  their  variety. 

There  are  a great  many  subdivisions  and  classifications  of  iris  desig- 
nated by  jaw'-breaking  names.  We  have  made  a simpler  classification  ac- 
cording to  color  which  should  prove  helpful  to  a purchaser. 


The  Iris  has  a peculiar  growth,  multiplying  by  ex- 
tension of  root  stocks,  which  throw  out  branches. 
The  old  root-stock,  is  sometimes  called  a hand 
and  the  new  branches  fingers. 

SIZE  OF  PLANTS. 

The  prices  here  given  are,  except  as  indicated  in 
the  last  part,  for  a plant  consisting  of  two  fin- 
gers, when  possible;  and,  when  not.  of  two  de- 
tached fingers.  Iris  may  be  planted  at  any  time, 
but  very  early  spring,  or  late  summer  planting 
is  best.

CULTURE. 

The  planting  is  shallow,  merely  covering  the  roots 
two  inches  and  almost  any  soil  if  weF  drained 
is  good  enough.  The  roots  rot  if  water  stands 
on  the  plants  too  long.  For  a hot,  dry  climate 
the  Iris  surpasses  all  other  perennials. 

TERMS. 

Pay  after  you  get  the  plants  in  gopd  condition. 
While  every  Iris  in  the  follov/mg  lists  is  good 
and  worth  while  we  have  marked  with  an  as- 
terisk (*)  many  varieties,  each  of  which  has 
some  distinct  and  outstanding  charm,  indi- 
viduality or  effectiveness.
